3. The '718 patent does not teach the use of a vibration sensor including a fiber optic 
fitter and a vibration magnitude signal that are internal to a generator. It teaches 
that the fiber optic signal is transported to a remote location (external to the generator) to 
be processed. 
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4. If a practitioner of ordinary skill in the art were to read the "718 patent, alone or in 
combination with Miller (FN 4,321,464). and/or Oabrys ( PN 6,624,542) they would 
conclude that the fiber optic cables from a vibration sensor are exported from the 
generator to an remote location where they are then converted into electrical signals
